I  have  the  honour  to  subnit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1967, 

There  is  very  little  information  to  be  derived  from  the  vital 
statistics  because  the  population  is  too  small  for  satisfactory  year  to 
year  comparison. 

Measles  seems  to  be  constantly  with  us  but  a  scheme  is  in  hand 
for  mass  immunisation  against  it,  and  if  the  response  is  good  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  disease  should  not  be  erradicated  in  tine.  There 
have  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  to 
report  during  the  year.  However,  routine  immunisation  has  been  continued 
against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  and  the  response  has  been 
steady. 


Active  preventive  measures  have  continued  to  be  taken  against 
tuberculosis  and  all  school  entrants  have  been  tuberculin  tested,  all 
positive  being  referred  for  specialist  opinion. 

Housing  inspections  have  continued  during  the  year  and  a  number 
of  families  with  social  problems  have  been  visited* 

The  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attached. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  and  staff  for  their 
co-operation.
